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A Mrs. Durgan of Congressman Powell's office called late Friday night 
and advised that Congressman Powell had noticed something wrong with the electricity 
causing the lights to flicker. He had called the power company and they had examined 
the wiring and had apparently traced the difficulty to a manhole in the courtyard where 
the Congressman resides. The electrician attempted to check a house directly across 
the courtyard knocking on the door but got no answer and apparently the trouble with 
the lights in the Congressman's house then stopped. The Congressman's secretary 
said the Congressman felt this was suspicious and wondered what might cause such a 
condition. 


Mrs. Durgan, the Congressman's secretary, was told that defective wiring 
or a current overload could cause the lights to flicker and it was pointed out that they 
should rely on the electric company for assistance. 


Mrs. Durgan called at noon today and asked if this same information could 
be passed along personally to the Congressman to allay his fears. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


"Recommend that Powell be called and merely be told that he should continue 
to rely on the electric company as there is no indication of any problem within the 


FBI's authority.

Based on data available concerning Seaseall to whom the car is ¥¥¢ 
registered, he is not identifiable in Bufiles. The Identification Division records

RE: INTERVIEW OF ATTORNEY GENERAL RAMSEY CLARK 


The Attorney General commented, in response to 
questioning, that there were now 38 wire taps authorized by his 
office, and that all of these were in national security-type cases. 
| He reiterated his position that all other electronic listening devices 
were unnecessary to effective investigation by police agencies and 
that they are incompatible with our national concepts for the privacy 
of our citizens. He emphasized that procedures for his approval for 
utilization of wiretapping devices had been improved, and he is satis- 
[ied that no use of these devices would be made without his approval. 


Clark was questioned regarding the effects of the Supreme 
Court "Miranda" decision. He replied that it is too early to determine 
the net results, but that it has had no appreciable influence in the effec- 
tiveness of FBI investigations where all suspects have, as a matter of 
strict routine policy, been informed of their constitutional rights prior 
|to any interrogation. 


With regard to Congressman Adam Clayton Powell, the 
Attorany General replied to questioning that the Department of Justice 
had made no final determination as to any Federal laws violated by 
Powell, and that he preferred that their decision await the conclusion 
of any action against Powell by the United States Congress. 


The Attorney General was asked for his views concerning 
the death penalty. Clark did not reveal whether or not he favored com- 
plete abolishment of this penalty, but did say he would recommend that 
it be abolished in some Federal violations.

Martin Luther King's appearance on the CBS televisio 
program "Face the Nation" was televised 4-16-67. 


During the program, which lasted approximately 30 minutes, 
King made no reference to the Director or the FBI. Clisag 


In the main, the questions and comne nts by King concerned 


the so-called "peace movement, " which received nationwide attention 
the day before. 


In connection with this "peace movement," King stated _ 
that his recent activities in this direction were not an attempt to "fuse" 
or "merge" this movement with the civil rights movement from an 
organizational point of view. He did feel that the "fervor" of the civil 
rights movement should be "imbued" in the peace movement. ' 


King basically felt that the United States should take 
the following steps in connection with the Vietnam war: 1. Take the 
initiative on halting hostilities; 2. Immediately cease fire unilaterally; 
3. Halt military build-up in Southeastern Asia; 4. Allow the National 
Liberation Front to have a voice in the government of South Vietnam. . 


In connection with the peace movement demonstrations, 

King stated that he does "not advocate, at this time, civil disobedience." 
He denied that any responsible leaders of the peace ‘demonstrations the 
day before had anything to do with the draft card burnings and any burning 
of the American flag. King stated that he is urging young men to "study" 
their right to assume a conscientious objector status in connection with 
their selective service obligations. King further stated that if he were 

in their place, he ae / be a conscientious 5 Nr —— 
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King also described America as having a "paranoid fear"

. On January 15, 1968, ADAM CLAYTON POWELL was 
interviewed by the news media at the Miami International 
Airport, Miami, Florida, following his return from Los 
Angeles, California, and just prior to leaving Miani for 
Bimini, Bahamas. 


POWELL said that the civil rights movement in the 
United States is a thing of the past and said that the fight 
today for racial equality is lead by young leaders in the 
black revolution. He said that STOKELY CARMICHAEL and 
FLOYD MC KISSICK are the leaders to look to for the future. 
POWELL said he will meet with MC KISSICK in Bimini and mentioned 
that MC KISSICK, STOKELY CARMICHAEL and “The Old Man of the Sea” 
gesturing to himself, will work together to form a united black 
power leadership to bring together all the forces of the black 
revolution. 


_- POWELL said that he expects to speak in Northern 
cities “after the snow melts” probably in the spring. He 
will try to work to unite the youth leadership in the Negro 
movement. He predicted it will be a “long hot summer™ this 
year, and that “you can look for white leadership in the 
black revolution.” 


POWELL said he will not return to Washington, D. C., 
and the Congress until advised to do so by his attorney, 
EDWIN BENNETT WILLIAMS.

SOUTHERN STUDENT ORGANIZING COMMITTEE ;SSOC) 


On November 1, 1966, a first source advised that 
the Sorthern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) with 
headqverters at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee, 
was formed on the weekend of April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate 
activity of Southern student groups in areas of civil rights, 
peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, capital punishment 
and unemployment. Originally, it was to be a white counterpart 
of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC). It 
has agreed to work with similar interested groups such as SNCC 
and Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and Southern Con- 
ference Educational Fund, Inc. (SCEF). SSOC is a fraternal 
affiliate of SDS. 


Beginning in the Fall of 1966, SSOC became a 
membership organization and embarked on a campaign to form 
local chapters on various college campuses throughout the 
South. SSOC publishes, October through May each year, a 
purlication, "New South Student,” which according to the 
above source has increasingly espoused and defended the pro- 


Communist and anti-United States position on domestic and 
foreign policy. 


On September 27, 1966, a second source advised that 
Donald Boner of Nashville, Tennessee, while in attendance at a 
Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) Youth Conference, Camp Webatuck, 
New York, September 12, 13 and 14, 1966, gave a report regarding 
Nashville, saying that CP personnel were concentrating on 
organizing rent strikes, working with SSOC and SCEF and . 
establishing a Socialist Study Group for students. He predicted 
future rioting, which, he said, the CP must take advantage of. 
He emphasized that more CP youth must be sent South. 


On August 12, 1966, a third source advised that 
Donald Leslie Boner, white male, age 22, of 3105 Louise Drive, 
Neshyvillc, Tennessee, had been in the CP about four months.

SOUTHERN STUDENT ORGANIZING COMMITTEE (SS0C) 


On September 27, 1966, and again on June 2, 1967, 
the second source advised that during the Summer of 1966, the 
CPUSA concentrated its youth cadre in organizing projects 
in several cities in an effort to recruit for and strengthen 
local CP youth organizations. Nashville, Tennessee, was 
included in this project. The youth placed in charge of the 
Nashville project was Donald Leslie Boner, with funds to be 
made available for three to five full-time organizers in 
Nashvilie. Jacqueline Saindon, also known as Jackie, of the 
CP in New York, New York, a Queens College student, came to 
Nashville in the Summer of 1966 for this purpose. At the 
CPUSA Youth Conference held at Camp Webatuck, New York, 
September 12, 13 and 14, 1966, Boner reported that effective 
liaison had been made with SSOC; that contact had also been 
made with black militants on Nashville Negro college campuses; 
and that a beginning had been made toward organizing in the 
Nashville Negro community. He said he thought a riot was 
possible in the near future in the Negro community and the 
CP must take advantage of same. He emphasized that some 
main efforts were to work with SSOC and SCEF. Following 
the conference, attendees Brian Heggen and Patricia Louise 
Rabbitt, also known as Patti Rabbitt, traveled to Nashville 
to join Boner's organizing efforts there. 


On February 28, 1967, a fourth source advised 
that Patti Rabbitt of Seattle, Washington, a member of the 
Northwest CP District, had gone to Nashville, Tennessee, 
to organize in connection with a CP assignment. 


On June 8, 1967, source five advised that Patti 
Rabbitt, Brian Heggen, Donald Leslie Boner and wife Carol 
Stevens Boner are all active members of SSOC in Nashville 


and that Heggen is now editor of the official SSOC publication, 
"New South Student.”

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
reflect that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. 8. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resuited from a leadership dispute and United Klans 
has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These 

are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and segre- 
gation of the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabdrza Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established headquarters 
in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. (The 
organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, 


and is the dominant Klan group in the South with units in 
several southern states. ) 


Seaond source advised that at a meeting in Prattville, | 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 


Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the UKA 
is currently an active organization with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON is the Imperial 
Wizard of this organization and was elected to this position 
on September 5, 1964, at a National Klonvocation in Birminghana, 
Alabama.
